Wade H. Ellis resigned his 
position as Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral in the Department of Justice to 
accept the chairmanship of the Repub- 
tican Executive Committee of Ohio. 

Regarding the resignation of Mr.

Mr. Vorys, the member of the Na- 
tional Committee of Ohio: Walter 
Brown, the chairman of the Republican 
State Central Committee, and Henry 
A. Williams, chairman of the Repubii- 
dan State Executive Committee, have 
heen canvassing among the Republi- 
cane of Ohio to determine who should 
igucceed Mr. Williams on the resigna- 
tion which he is obliged to tender. 

“After a visit to Washington and 
full conference with the Senators, the 
conclusion was reached that the man 
hest qualified to assume the cares of 
the office as chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee at this time was Mr. 
Elite, and therefore the President was 
asked to consent to Mr. Ellis resigning 
from his position as assistant to the 
Attorney-General to take the duties of 
the chairmanship of the committee. 

“The President was very loath to lose 
the servires of Mr. Ems from the De- 
partment of Justice, where he te en- 
gaged in important work: but if Mr. 
Ellis was willing to make the sacrifice 
the President did not feel that he could 
insist on retaining him.”

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Even should the Supreme Court sustain 
cision rendered by Judge Wellborn, it will fol- 
low, we understand, that these settlers must neces- 
sarily lose their holdings in the Imperial Valley. 
From time immemorial it has been the policy of the 
government (a perfectly right and just policy) to 
protect the honest, bona fide settler on public lands 
in all his rights. No matter what the conduct of 
the original settler was or what his intention, the 
government has not been fastidious in following the 
matter back to its source when satisfied that the 
owner of the land had used due diligence to ascer- 
tain if the title was good, had purchased in 
faith and gone on complying with all the provi 
of the law, developing for himself an American 
homestead for the support of an American family. 

Of course there remains the age-long principle of 
law that where an act has its inception in fraud 
the fraud will follow the case through all ramifica- 
tions and can only be healed by the act of the gov- 
ernment, either condoning the offense because of 
the established honesty of the present holder or by 
specific legislation by which the original illegality 
may be validated. 

These cases in the Imperial Valley coming under 
this head are very numerous. The settlers have 
undergone great hardships and have reclaimed from 
a desert condition, at great expense of money, time 
and toil, a large area of territory raised to a 
level of high value. What they ask is the passage 
of an act of Co which will recognize their 
good faith in premizes, their great struggle 
against odds to reclaim this desert land and the 
success of their toil and skill, and will establish 
them in a clear title to their holdings. 

It would seem as if this were the only effective 
way of healing all defects in the case. Of course 
The Times is not pleading for one moment for the 
condoning of any fraud on the part of any person 
in so far as that person can be reached and punished 
for his wrongdoing. We are only pleading the 
cause of the innocent whose goed faith 
shall be shown to be beyond all question. We un- 
derstand that this is the condition in nearly all the 
cases in the Imperial Valley. If those who were 
guilty of fraud can be reached and punished, by 
all means let that thing be done relentlessly. If 
there is an instance in the Imperia! Valley wherein 
the present owner is in possession of land which 
he obtained by collusion with the original fraudu- 
lent settler, or if the present owner is iy of | 
any fraud or concealment on his part, let him suf- 
fer. But for the settler who took up the land upon 
the records in the local land office in good faith 
and from these records thought he was acquiring 
what might be. perfected into a secure title, who 
has complied with all the provisions of the law, 
spent several years, much labor and money in 
bringing his holding to a profitable condition—in 
such cases as this the government surely will not 
visit the sins of the fraudulent beginners upon the 
present innocent holéers, but will heal any techni- 
cal defects in the procedure and hand in some way 
to the bona fide developers a clear title to their 
properties. As it is held that a special act of Con- 
gress is necessary to do this, it is our opinion that 
such action should be taken promptly. 


OOKING FORWARD. 

It is a general expectation that the establish- 
ment of postal savings banks will stop the remit- 
tance of millions of dollars a year to Europe by 
recently-arrived immigrants who are unaccustomed 
to private banks and therefore afraid to make de- 
posits in our savings institutions. 

It is just as well to look at this subject from 
every point of view in order that we may not be 
overconfident as to the results to come from a 
change in the banking laws. Some of the money 
sent to Europe for deposit in its government sav- 
ings banks may be kept in the United States, but it 
is our opinion that this will not be so to any very 

t extent. This money is not sent out of our 
country because the senders are suspicious of the 
solvency of our banks; the remittances are for the 
support of needy dependents at home or for invest- 
ments for the sender or members of his family.

Dr. Jordan. president of Stanford. 
made members of Ebell Club and 
their guests happy yesterday after- 
noon, for he told them they will all 
live to vote. Now whether the tactful 
doctor meant to convey by this that 
“votes for women are even now at 
their very club doors, or meant to im- 
ply that this privilege is still a long 
way off, but that the women present 
are all still very young, and can, there- 
fore, afford to wait untl suffrage is 
granted them, is the point which each 
one interpreted to suit herse:f; any- 
way, the announcement put every one 
in a happy mood, and forthwith each 
one sett herself comfortably in her 
chair to listen to Dr. Jordan's lecture, 
which was labeled Tue Stake of Wom- 
en in Public Affairs.” 

Dr. Jordan stated that even now 
women may wield a powerful influ- 
ence for good in the great affairs of 
the government. To look out for the 
public health, and public weifare, he 
said. is work for the women. He im- 
plore! the women not to concern them- 
selves with “petty politica,” but to aid 
in the great work the government has 
now set itself about, the work of con- 
serving the country's natural resources. 
The tariff question, the doctor emphat- 
teally stated, is not for women to set- 
tle, but in the home, her rightfui place. 
she can accomplish wonders by helping 
in a sane and intelligent manner in the 
great work of conservine the health 
of the retion, by observing ranitary 
laws. adopting the means recommended 
by the government to arrest the spread 
of bubonic plague, the hook worm, and 
all menaces to a healthy nation.

pose that the South will dominate the 
State. This is the ultimate destiny 
towards which we are tending, unless 
it be overthrown by some ve mis- 
take on the part of the South, and this 
will be accomplished not by any trick, 
but simply by the mere force of popu- 
lation, and the astounding growth of 
Southern California. This seems 80 
plain to me and of such mount 
Importance that I am unable to com- 
prehend why it does not appeal to 
others, and why it should not be suf- 
ficient, if properly understood, to set 
at rest the continual attempts to form 
Something which are apparently 
started without any definite purpose 


In this connection you probably know 
that there has been for a number of 
years an attempt made by the people 
of Oakland to secure legislation to 
form a consolidated city and county 
embracing that city, Alameda, Berke- 
ley amd some smaller suburbs, with the 
avowed purpose of creating a muni- 
cipality larger than Los Angeles. An- 
other project looks to similar legisja- 
tion for the purpose of combining the 


cities above named with Francisco 
and a portion of Marin n Mateo 
counties. Any legislation ich would 


Permit any of these mergers would 
necessarily be general in its terms and 
would relate as well to our northern 
neighbors as to the local situ n. In 
fact, self-interest would pro our 
northern neighbors to ff any law 
that’ would result in redu the area 
of this county and its pfeportionate 
representation, at the same time in- 
creasing their area and proportionate 
representation. 

If a consolidated city and county 
fovernment were established here, 
some municipal offices would be abol- 
ished, but so far as the offices that 
now constitute the county government 
proper are concerned, I do not believe 
there would be any diminution of the 
expense at all. There are now twelve 
superior judges. There would still be 
twelve in the new city and county. It 
would be necessary for other counties 
to be created, be furnished with pub- 
lic bulldings, copies of public records 
and all offices or officials, according to 
the class in which they might be 
placed. There are no laws now ap- 
plicable to the situation. The present 
county division law appears to de
